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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 2 1 (2) o f such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-4 and 10-1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by McGee 
(2003/0198329). 

Consider claim 1, McGee teaches an apparatus, comprising: one or more information 
sender components that upon engagement of a communication device with a communication 
session that involves a plurality of communication devices, send to one or more information 
receiver components identification information of two or more communication devices of: the 
plurality of communication devices; and the communication device (col. 2 \ 21 and 24). 

Consider claim 2, McGee teaches wherein the one or more information sender 
components send identification information of all the plurality of communication devices and the 
communication device that are active on the communication session to the one or more 
information receiver components (col. 2^21 and 24). 

Consider claim 3, McGee teaches wherein the plurality of communication devices 
comprise a first communication device and a second communication device, wherein the 
communication device comprises a third communication device; wherein the engagement 
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comprises an invitation from one of the first communication device and the second 
communication device to the third communication device to join the communication session; 
wherein one or more of the one or more information sender components send the identification 
information of the first communication device and the second communication device to the third 
communication device (col. 2 ^ 21 and 24). 

Consider claim 4, McGee teaches wherein the one or more of the one or more 
information sender components indicates to the third communication device which of the first 
communication device and the second communication device is the one of the first 
communication device and the second communication device that sent the invitation to the third 
communication device to join the communication session (col. 2 ^ 22 and 23). 

Consider claim 10, McGee teaches wherein the plurality of communication devices 
comprises a first communication device and a second communication device, wherein the 
communication device comprises a third communication device, wherein the one or more 
information receiver components comprise an application server; wherein the engagement 
comprises an invitation from one of the first communication device and the second 
communication device to the third communication device to join the communication session; 
wherein one or more of the one or more information sender components send identification 
information of two or more of the first communication device, the second communication 
device, and the third communication device to the application server (col. 2-3 28). 

Consider claim 1 1, McGee teaches wherein the application server employs the 
identification information of one or more of the first communication device, the second 
communication device, and the third communication device to provide a service to one or more 
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of the plurality of communication devices and the communication device that are active on the 
communication session (col. 2-3 U 28). 

3. Claims 15, 18-21 and 23-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Bales et al (5,475,747). 

Consider claim 15, Bales et al teach an apparatus, comprising: one or more information 
sender components that upon a change in connection status of a communication device in a 
communication session that involves a plurality of communication devices, send to the plurality 
of communication devices identification information of the communication device (abstract). 

Consider claim 18, Bales et al teach wherein one or more of the one or more information 
sender components send identification information of the plurality of communication devices to 
the communication device upon invitation of the communication device to join the 
communication session (col. 5 lines 30-44). 

Consider claim 19, Bales et al teach a method, comprising the step of: sending to one or 
more information receiving components, identification information of a plurality of 
communication devices that are active on a communication session upon a communication 
device joining or leaving the communication session (col. 5 lines 30-44). 

Consider claim 20, Bales et al teach wherein the plurality of communication devices 
comprise a first communication device and a second communication device, wherein the 
communication device comprises a third communication device; wherein the step of sending to 
the one or more information receiving components, the identification information of the plurality 
of communication devices that are active on the communication session upon the communication 
device joining or leaving the communication session comprises the step of: sending identification 
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information of the first communication device and the second communication device to the third 
communication device upon invitation of the third communication device to join the 
communication session (see Fig. 1; col. 5 lines 30-44). 

Consider claim 21, Bales et al teach wherein the first communication device initiated the 
invitation, the method further comprising the step of: sending identification information of the 
third communication device to the second communication device upon connection of the third 
communication device with the communication session (col. 2 lines 8-11). 

Consider claim 23, Bales et al teach wherein the step of sending the identification 
information of the first communication device and the second communication device to the third 
communication device upon invitation of the third communication device to join the 
communication session comprises the steps of: indicating to the third communication device 
which one of the first communication device and the second communication device initiated the 
invitation of the third communication device to join the communication session; and indicating 
to the third communication device any other communication devices of the plurality of 
communication devices that are actively involved in the communication session (col. 5 lines 30- 
44). 

Consider claim 24, Bales et al teach wherein the one or more information receiving 
components comprise one or more telecommunications switches that support one or more of the 
plurality of communication devices that are active on the communication session (col. 2 line 66 - 
col. 3 line 5); wherein the one or more telecommunications switches comprise one or more call 
records that store the identification information of the plurality of communication devices that 
are active on the communication session (col. 5 lines 45-64); wherein the step of sending to the 
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one or more information receiving components, the identification information of the plurality of 
communication devices that are active on the communication session upon the communication 
device joining or leaving the communication session (col. 5 lines 30-44) comprises the step of: 
updating the one or more call records to store current identification information of the plurality 
of communication devices that remain active on the communication session upon the 
communication device joining or leaving the communication session (col. 8 lines 4-21). 

Consider claim 25, Bales et al teach an article, comprising: one or more computer- 
readable signal-bearing media; and means in the one or more media for sending to one or more 
information receiving components, identification information of a plurality of communication 
devices that are active on a communication session upon a communication device joining or 
leaving the communication session (col. 5 lines 30-44). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

5. Claims 5-6, 9 and 13-14 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McGee (2003/0198329) in view of Bales et al (5,475,747). 

Consider claim 5, McGee teaches wherein the identification information of the first 
communication device and the second communication device comprises: number information 
associated with the first communication device and the second communication device; and 
presentation information associated with the first communication device and the second 
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communication device (col. 2 22 and 23). McGee did not suggest of providing name 
information associated with one or more users of the first communication device and the second 
communication device. However, Bales et al suggested such (col. 3 lines 34-40). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to incorporate the teaching of Bales et al into view of McGee in order to enhanced the 
identification of the participants. 

Consider claim 6, as discussed above, McGee teaches wherein the one or more of the one 
or more information sender components send the name information and the number information 
to the third communication device in a communication session Setup message (col. 2 If 21 and 
24). 

Consider claim 9, McGee teaches wherein the plurality of communication devices 
comprises a first communication device and a second communication device, wherein the 
communication device comprises a third communication device- wherein the first 
communication device invites the third communication device to join the communication session 
(col. 2 ^ 21 and 24). McGee did not suggest wherein one or more of the one or more information 
sender components send the identification information of the third communication device to the 
second communication device. However, Bales et al suggested such (col. 2 lines 8-11). 
Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Bales et al into view of McGee in order to 
enhanced the identification of the participants. 

Consider claim 13, McGee did not suggest wherein upon a departure from the 
communication session of one or more of the plurality of communication devices, one or more of 
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the one or more information sender components notify one or more of the plurality of 
communication devices that remain active on the communication session of identification 
information of the one or more of the plurality of communication devices involved in the 
departure. However, However, Bales et al suggested such (col. 8 lines 4-20). Therefore, it would 
have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
incorporate the teaching of Bales et al into view of McGee in order to enhanced the 
communication services. 

Consider claim 14, McGee teaches wherein the communication session comprises a first 
communication session, wherein the plurality of communication devices comprise a first 
communication device and a second communication device, wherein the communication device 
comprises a third communication device; wherein the first communication device initiates a 
second communication session with the third communication device; wherein one or more of the 
one or more information sender components send the identification information of the first 
communication device and the second communication device to the third communication device 
(col. 2 K 21 and 24). McGee did not suggest providing the identification information of the third 
communication device to the second communication device upon connection of the first 
communication session with the second communication session. However, Bales et al suggested 
such (col. 2 lines 8-1 1). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the 
art at the time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Bales et al into view of 
McGee in order to enhanced the identification of the participants. 

6. Claims 7-8 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over McGee 
(2003/0198329) in view of Shaffer et al (6,853,716). 
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Consider claim 7, McGee did not further suggest of the network level and the elements 
supporting the system [wherein the one or more information sender components comprise one or 
more first telecommunication switches, wherein the one or more information receiving 
components comprise one or more second telecommunication switches; wherein the one or more 
first telecommunication switches comprise a first telecommunication switch, wherein the first 
telecommunications switch supports the one of the first communication device and the second 
communication device that sent the invitation to the third communication device to join the 
communication session; wherein the one or more second telecommunication switches comprise a 
second telecommunication switch that supports the third communication device; wherein the first 
telecommunication switch sends the identification information of the first communication device 
and the second communication device to the second telecommunication switch]. However, 
Shaffer et al suggested such (see Fig. 1; col. 3 lines 26-49; col. 4 lines 50-54). Therefore, it 
would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to incorporate the teaching of Shaffer et al into view of McGee in order to carry out the 
communication services. 

Consider claim 8, as discussed above, McGee teaches wherein the second 
telecommunication switch , delivers the identification information of the first communication 
device and the second communication to the third communication device; wherein a user of the 
third communication device may employ the identification information of the first 
communication device and the second communication to make a determination whether to join 
the communication session (col. 2 U 21 and 24). 
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Consider claim 12, McGee did not further suggest of the network level and the elements 
supporting the system [wherein the one or more information sender components comprise one or 
more of communication devices, telecommunication switches, and communication session 
control components; wherein the one or more information receiver components comprise one or 
more of communication devices, telecommunication switches, communication session control 
components, and application servers]. However, Shaffer et al suggested such (see Fig. 1; col. 3 
lines 26-49; col. 4 lines 50-54). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary 
skill in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Shaffer et al into 
view of McGee in order to carry out the communication services. 

7. Claims 16-17 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Bales et al (5,475,747) in view of Shaffer et al (6,853,716). 

Consider claim 16, Bales et al suggested of a single switch for carrying out the 
conferencing operations (see Fig. 1) and wherein the change in connection status of the 
communication device comprises a connection of the communication device to the 
communication session in response to an invitation from the first communication device; 
wherein the one or more information sender components send the identification information of 
the third communication device to the first communication device and the second 
communication device and indicates that the third communication device has joined the 
communication session (col. 2 lines 8-11). Bales et al did not suggest wherein the plurality of 
communication devices comprise a first communication device supported by a first 
telecommunications switch and a second communication device supported by a second 
telecommunications switch, wherein the communication device comprises a third 
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communication device. However, Shaffer et al suggested such (see Fig. 1; col. 3 lines 26-49; col. 
4 lines 50-54). Therefore, it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the 
time the invention was made to incorporate the teaching of Shaffer et al into view of Bales et al 
in order to carry out the communication services in a larger communication network. 

Consider claim 17, Bales et al teach of a single switch for carrying out the conferencing 
operations (see Fig. 1) and wherein the change in connection status of the communication device 
comprises a departure by the communication device from the communication session; wherein 
the one or more information sender components send the identification information of the third 
communication device to the first communication device and the second communication device 
and indicates that the third communication device has left the communication session (col. 8 
lines 4-20). Bales et al did not suggest wherein the plurality of communication devices comprise 
a first communication device supported by a first telecommunications switch and a second 
communication device supported by a second telecommunications switch, wherein the 
communication device comprises a third communication device. However, Shaffer et al 
suggested such (see Fig. 1; col. 3 lines 26-49; col. 4 lines 50-54). Therefore, it would have been 
obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to incorporate 
the teaching of Shaffer et al into view of Bales et al in order to carry out the communication 
services in a larger communication network. 

Consider claim 22, Bales et al teach wherein the one or more information receiving 
components comprises an application server (col. 4 lines 1-20). Bales et al did not suggest the 
method further comprising the step of: sending identification information of two or more of the 
first communication device, the second communication device, and the third communication 
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device to an application server that provides a service to one or more of the plurality of 
communication devices and the communication device that are active on the communication 
session. However, Shaffer et al suggested such (col. 3 lines 50-57; col. 5 lines 14-20). Therefore, 
it would have been obvious to one of the ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was 
made to incorporate the teaching of Shaffer et al into view of Bales et al in order to provide users 
with centralized services.
